IN THE WEST. 


Trench warfare continues incessant- 
ly in the west, but the official state- 
ments do not Indicate any change in 
the situation. 

The German official statement today 
records some advances in the Cham- 
pagne district and in Le Pretre forest.

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Will Make Raw Materials 
Which Heretofore Have 
Been Purchased From 
Abroad to Extent of Hun- 
dreds of Millions Annually. 


New York, July 10.—(Special.)—Few 
people, even in Wall street, know why 
the stock market value of the General 
Chemical company shares has doubled 
within the past few months. Early 
this vear General Chemical was selling 
around $165 a share; only a week ago 
the price had jumped to $215; this 
week it was in the neighborhood of 
$306. All of which reflects a matter 
of great importance industrially and 
financially to the United States. 

When the war broke out in Europe 
a vear ago there was a general feel- 
ing of satisfaction here at the advan- 
tage of this country over the rest of the 
world. Sudden consternation over the 
embargo on the shipping industry made 
up the next chapter in the mood ot this 
community. Qne line of home trade 
after another was all at once heard 
from with the surprising!) general 
testimony to the fact that sume essen- 
tial raw material of its manutacture, 
produced in Continental Lurope, had 
been cut off by the war, and was Un- 
obtainable. At first it was only the 
steel trade and the textile industry, 
the one had been buying ferro-man- 
ganese from Germany, te other had 
relied almost entirely on the German 
chemists for the dyes which gave the 
requisite colors to its fabrics. gut the 
startled outcry from those two trades 
was only the beginning. Scores of 
different drug and chemical trades 
were quick to come in view, an aston- 
ishing number of indispensable mate- 
rials for these industries appeared to 
have their single source of production 
in Germany. 

On all sides manufacturers 
blank faces were asking: Is my trade, 
with its unprecedented chance Ot ex- 
yanding its business into neutral mar- 
ee going to set down despondentiy 
and give up production? The chemists 
and working experts smiled quietly at 
the suggestion, and presently it began 
to be pointed out that of all of these 
various raw materials entering into 
the trades there was not one that was 
an absolute monopoly with Europe, It 
was absolute out with assurance that 
dyestuff and acids could be extracted 
from American coal tar as well as from 
the coal tar of Europe. 

Enthusiasm Short Lived. 

That enthusiasm on the part of the 
chemists. however, was short-lived. To 
build a plant and carry on experimental 
work calls for real money; when 
forts were made to raise. the necessary 
working cash, banks replied: 

“Oh, yes; we believe you can make 
coal-tar products, and we understand 
that there is an urgent demand for 
such products; but suppose we put up 
$200,000 or $500,000 or a million or two, 
and the war ends about the time we 
start turning out dyestuffs or carbolic 
acid or picric acid or nitric acid or 
benzol? What will happen to our mar- 
ket as soon as the war is over’ Our 
government does not show any inclina- 
tion to help protect us, and Germany 
or England or France or Belgium, with 
their skill and cheap labor, will take 
the market away from us as soon as 
the war is over, which may be this 
month or next or the month after.” 

Bankers looked upon the proposition 
of our manufacturers to cut into the 
trade of the countries at war as too 
much of a speculation. But the war 
did not end in one or three or six 
mont! and in the meantime something 
has happened to change the whole sit- 
uation 

In one form or 
foregoing items are used in the manu- 
facture of explosives: most of them 
are the by-products of the manufacture 
of coke or illuminating gas. Up to the 
outbreak of the European war this 
country was willing to Jet Germany, 
England, France, Belgiu and other 
countries with cheap labor have the 
market for these products, and many 
other raw materials. Our manufac- 
turers thought thev saw their chance 
when the war began; but our bankers 
aid, “No; it is too.much of a specula- 
tion; the risk is too great.” 

The Next Step. 

Then came the next step. With the 
European supplies reduced, or in some 
cases entirely cut off, buvers in this 
countr\ began to bid against them- 
selves: the result was an advance in 
prices. In many cases the buyers were 
after raw materials to fill war orders 
to be shipped abroad. 

Last July the market price of picric 
acid was 40 cents per pound; now it is 
$1.70 Since the war began the price 
of ¢: acid has jumped from 7 
cents a pound to $1.35: toluol from $1 
a gallon to $5; benzol from 25 cents 
per gallon to $1.25; chlorate of potash 
from 8 cents a pound to 365: quick- 
silver, per flask, from $35 to $75: 
cotton, per pound, from 50 cents

dreds of millions of dollars per annum. 
In the same connecwron it ts of inter- 
est to point out that the buvers of the 
war supplies are also assuming the 
risk of shipment. During the month of 
June the arrivals of vessels at the port 
of New York was greater than for any 
month in the city’s history. From the 
beginning to the end of the month just 
closed 524 ships arrived in this port, of 
which 141 were in ballast, that is. thev 
had no west bound freight, and for 
gafetyvy were ballasted with stones. 
Many of those ships which came from 
all parts of the world had never hefore 
been in the New York harbor. All of 
those “in ballast” and many of the 
others came here for the one purpose 
of carrying back to the allies war 
supplies. — os 2

Southeast Financial Conditions 


Cash Resources Increase 3 

Per Cent, While Deposits 
and Resources Decrease 
Less Than 1 Per Cent. 
Bills Payable Nominal at 
Ten-Fold Decrease.

Financial conditions at this, the 
southeastern metropolis of the United 
States, at the end of the half-year pe- 
riod, are in a measure reflected by the 
governmental calls upon the banks for 
published Statements of condition at 
June 23, 1915, as compared with sim- 
ilar calls June 30, 1914. 

As will be noted by the accompany- 
ing Statement, during the period under 
comparison, bills payable or borrowed 
money has been reduced over ten-fold 
and after an increase of investment in 
bonds and stocks, the cash resources of 
the combined banks have increased 
$385,000, or exceeding 3 per cent.

NAVY BOARD WORKING 
ON SUBMARINE PLANS 


Washington, July 19—Plans_ for 
making the American submarine more 
efficient than that of any other power 
are being worked out by the navy gen- 
eral board, it became Known today, in 
connection with information that the 
next building program of the navy 
would include estimates for nearly 
double the number of under-sea craft 
appropriated for by the last congress. 

Navy officers claim the effectiveness 
of future American submarines will 
be vastly increased through use of A 
new battery being introduced for mo- 
tive power, while the underwater boats 
are submerged. The claim based, 
too, on a new disappearing gun re- 


cently adopted. 

At least erg | 
submarines will be asked of the next 
congress, it is said. Some officers. it 
is asserted, believed fifty or seventy- 
five would not be too many. 

Secretary Daniels today 
clear that he !s a staunch advocate 
of material increases In Submarine 
strength and those familiar with Prest- 
dent Wilson’s views believe he also 
favors {It. 

“I told the naval committee last 
summer that I hoped they would add 
just as many submarines as they pos- 
sibly could find money for.” said Sec- 
retary Daniels. “Just how many we 
will ask for next vear has not been 
determined, but we want all we can 
get. I would not figure on a large 
increase in submarines of the same 
type as we now have. I think we have 
got to go in for large submarines, al- 
though the smaller Submarines are 
very valuable for coast defense, which 
is our chief need. 

“All these questions wil] be taken 
up in the near future, to be worked 
out for the estimate to be submitted 
to congress.”

Council Committee Meets 
on Monday to Investigate 
Charge That Officials Are 
Drawing Sums in Excess 
of Salaries. 


Charges that thousands of dollars are 
being wasted annually by the 
city departments, and that some offi- 
clals are drawing greater incomes than 
the finance sheets set aside for them, 
will be probed by the special efficiency 
committee of general named 
last week. 

Chairman Edwin Johnson has called 
a meeting of the committee Monday 
afternoon, when a program of work 
will be outlined and the various de- 
partment heads may called into the 
conference. Members of the committee 
are Councilman Edwin Johnson, chair- 
man; Councilman Jesse M,. Wood, Al- 
dermen Jesse W. Armistead, J. R. Sea- 
wright and Albert Thomson. 

“It has been charged that nearly all 
of the city’s income from every source 
is required to pay salaries and our 
statements show this to be true,” said 
Mr. Johnson. “One of the problems 
the committee expects to solve is how 
may the pay roll be materially reduced 
without hampering the activities of 
the departments,” said Chairman John- 
60n Saturday. 

Prohe of Salaries. 

“The resolution creating the commit- 
tee calls for a thorough probe of sala- 
ries, and stress is laid on the investi- 
gation of fees received by city 
cials and employes. 
certain city employes are getting more 
money than is specified for their serv- 
ices in the finance sheet. This will be 
given careful attention.” 

Mr. Johnson stated that it was prob- 
able that a corps of auditors would be 
engaged to go over the city’s records 
to determine the fimancial status of 
each department for use by the com- 
mittee in making its investigation and 
recommendations to general council. 

He declared that some of the depart- 
ments are keeping scores of men on 
their pay rolls because of their polit- 
jeal influence, and not because they 
were needed. 

“There are seasons of the year when 
one department could assign several of 
its employees to another department 
whose business is unusually heavy and 
by an exchange of help could save the 
city thousands of dollars. It does not 
require a probe committee to see that

OUR FOREIGN PROBLEMS. 


Although the German note, just received, 


making reply to the demands of the United 
States regarding the rights of neutrals upon 
the high seas, fails in some important par- 
ticulars to meet American views, there is 
7 
evidence enough that Germany and this 
country, through diplomatic negotiation, are 
radually finding a way out of the entangle- 
ment that came about as the result of the 
torpedoing of the Lusitania. 

The note, expressive of German views, 
is One thing and Germany's actions appar- 
ently according with the demands of this 
government, are quite another, constituting 
in fact the most important aspect of the sit- 
uation. 

The most illuminating fact in the whole 
situation is that Germany, no matter what 
her expressed views, is now conducting hér 
submarine warfare in accordance” with the 
legal principles laid down by this govern- 
ment. Striking attention to this develop- 
ment is called in the Associated Press re- 
port of the reception of the German reply 
at Washington, which says: 

In total effect, the purpose of the 
Washington government in contending 
that Americans have the right to travel 
anywhere on the high seas on unarmed 
and unresisting merchantmen is held 
by many officials thus far to have been 
@uccessful, for there has been an ab- 
sence of any important violation of 
American rights since the negotiations 
bezcan two months ago. There have 
been no advices of any case of torpe- 
doing without warning in the last few 
weeks, and, although the efforts of the 
United States to obtain by diplomacy 
an explicit agretment to modify Ger- 
man submarine operations have. not 
been successful, the practice has under- 
gone changes in the view of officials 
who have kept close watch on the ac- 
tivities of the underwater craft.

As between the German and English sit- 
uations, the latter is now evidently the more 
serious and the more delicate of the two. 

We may continue our diplomatic discus- 
sions with Germany practically assured that 
she will ultimately come so near to recogni- 
tion of the principles we have laid down as 
to remove all cause even for diplomatic dis- 
satisfaction; while in actual practice she 
will no doubt continue specifically to ob- 
serve them. 

But, on the other hand, England has 
practically denied our right to a free sea 
for commerce against which no _ possible 
charge of contraband can be brought, and 
continues seizure of American ships and 
cargoes to a point that is becoming intol- 
erable. 

Our important duty to American inter- 
ests now lies imperatively in securing relief 
from the illegal English blockade, and we 
must do it quickly or suffer loss probably 
greater and more far-reaching than that 
which came upon us following the outbreak 
| of the European war. 

Differences with England have waited for 
discussion upon adjustment of those with 
Germany; we are near enough to the one to 
get busy with the other. 


A CENTRAL HIGH SCHOOL. 

Atlanta, aided by Fulton county, has it 
within her power to found a great educa- 
tional institution—a central university high 
school—that will draw attention far and 
wide, and bring here new and valuable 
residents because of it. 

Moreover, it can do this, through a com- 
bination of the properties it now has, de- 
voted to high school purposes, without any 
extraordinary or even material expenditure 
of money. 

With its present facilities and by taking 
Fulton county as a partner in the enterprise, 
Atlanta and the county can establish an in- 
terminate educational system that will 
not only turn the eyes of neighbors toward 
it, but bring them here. 

The county did not hesitate when it came 
to putting a million and a half dollars into 
a great temple of litigation; and yet it found 
the means of paying out of current income 
for this monument to controversy, by an in- 
crease in the tax rate so small ag to be 
scarcely noticeable. This tax rate can now 
be materially lowered and still the county 
will be able to find the way to co-operate 
with the city in building a great university 
high school, as the summit, both of the city 
and the county public school systems. 

Next to common school education, which 
is today ag essential as bread and meat, high 
school training figures as the most impor- 
fant element in community building. High 
school education furnishes the man who 
cannot afford, or, for some reason, may not 
desire, the advantages offered by a college 
or university course, with a _ substantial 
foundation for the struggle with life. Many 
of the men foremost in business and public 
affairs, and, for that matter, prominent 
women as well, have based their successful 
careers on no more than what the high 
school was able to offer them. They made 
the most of the opportunity which awakened 
their latent powers, and there are those 
among them who contend today with the 
students of the foremost of colleges and 
universities. 

Since the high school education is com- 
ing more’and more to be recognized as an 
essential in the battle of life, we must make 
greater and more adequate provision for it. 
The Georgia legislature has, in a measure, 
recognized this fact in its recent amendment 
to the state constitution, which permits of 
the use of state funds in the support of high 
schools. 

We cannot too much in insistence 
upon the carrying out of the plan which 
Atlanta and Fulton county now have on foot, 
and for the promotion of which committees 
have been appointed from the city and 
county boards of education, city council and 
the county commissioners, to investigate 
and decide upon some plan of joint action 
which will give them the kind of an institu- 
tion which is now most needed. We believe 
the joint committee will approach the op- 
portunity in a determined effort to provide 
the best and most efficient institution of its 
kind that can. be established. It unques- 
tionably has it within its power to do this. 

The new university high school should 
be located somewhere near the city’s center, 
at a pe@int of greatest accessibility to the 
majority of its patrons. This, with the re- 
sources at the command of city and county, 
can be accomplished without undue or large 
expenditure on the part of either. 

Public sentiment ‘throughout city and 
county will warmly approve the movement. 
In fact, in all of its discussion there is yet 
to be heard the first discordant note. 

The plan approved by the public, there 
should be no question as to its execution, 
and the more quickly the better. There 
f should be no delay in setting the machinery 
in motion.

MEXICO. 


There is no escape from the fact that we 
have got to do something regarding Mexico. 
Since President Wilson. notified the Mexican 
belligerents that unless peace and a stable 
government were established this country 
would lend its weight and influence to the 


with the British government, which continues 
its interference with our trade on the seas, 
bound for neutral European ports, seizing

end, matters have gone from bad to worse: 
the famine, at a time when the country 


should be rejoicing in a plentiful harvest, 


has grown more serious, and the hot-headed | 
revolutionaries have gone on with their 
havoc. 

- Pictures of the most deplorable condi- 
tions continue to come out of Mexico from 
Americans there, whether in private capac- 
ity or officially representing this govern- 
ment; and conditions still more serious, in 
this land of waste and rapine, are predicted 
unless something is done speedily to curb 
the revolutionary exploits and set the coun- 
try again substantially on its feet. 

Unfortunately, it looks as if there will be 
no possible escape from carrying out Presi- 
dent Wilson’s threatened plan of interven- 
tion. The Huerta and Orozco incident but 
strengthens the belief that the warring fac- 
tions have no fntention of seeking pacifica- 
tion; that if they did, other elements would 
be ready to rise and rally to new blood- 
thirsty standards, making the country’s 
pitiable plight almost interminable. 

The time is rapidly approaching when we 
shall have to take a definite and decided 
stand for peace and re-establishment in 
Mexico. - Notwithstanding we shall involve 
ourselves in some unpleasantness at least 
with some of the factions that refuse to be 
interrupted in their murderous exploits, we 
face a duty that we cannot shirk. 

How far it will carry us there ib no means 
of predicting. But if, in their wisdom, the 
peaceful portion of the Mexican people wel- 
come our effort toward the establishment of 
order and stable government, the problem 
should not be anywhere so near a difficult 
one as might be imagined from the mouth- 
ings of the factional leaders over the sug- 
gestion of American intervention. 


WAR SPECULATION. 


Probable duration: of the war will con- 
tinue to be a subject of speculatien until the 
end is actually in sight. Kitchener’s “The 
war will begin in May” now appears even 
to have advanced the date. The compara- 
tively small success of the allies on the 
western front can scarcely be construed 
into the actual beginning to which Lord 
Kitchener referred. 

The British war lord has raised, in addi- 
tion to those now at the front, an army of 
2,500,000 men now in constant training, not 
one of whom has yet left the British Isles. 
England has sent but 750,000 men to France 
and Belgium; twice that number may be 
sent at any moment at General Joffre’s call; 
another English army may soon answer the 
call of the Dardanelles. 

An observer and writer who has been in 
close touch with General Joffre, the French 
commander-in-chief, says the latter consid- 
ers the war as divided into three periods, 
the first marked by the battle of the Marne, 
which definitely pushed the German armies 
back from Paris. The second stage is now 
in deadlock and will continue, he points 
out, until the Germans, worn by losses and 
exhaustion, finally give way. The third 
stage, according to General Joffre, will be 
short and sharp, bringing collapse to Ger- 
man arms. General Joffre’s spokesman 
says: 

Why should he hurry? Slowly, me- 
thodically, like a woodsman having ab- 
solute confidence in the ax he wields, 
he is steadily dealing, one by one, his 
blows at the base of the Teutonic tree. 
And the tree, already swaying, will 


one day or another go down with a 
crash, 


The one doubtful point in the reasoning 
‘g the prediction of German exhaustion. Just 
as it is made, the German army on the east 
turns and drives Russia back into her own 
domains, threatening Warsaw, and prepares 
to aid Austria against Italy. The Joffre 
prediction, however, is qualified; it is 
through slow but dogged and determined 
effort that achievement is sought and: ex- 
pected. 

We may readily conceive that Joffre is 
getting the western situation slowly in 
shape for his master stroke; but events and 
the exploits of German arms tell us it is 
no matter of a day or a month, perhaps not 
of another twelvemonth. 

We are ready to believe that the people, 
who bear the burdens, most of them, would 
welcome peace now; but pride, patriotic 
sentiment, ambition and possibly fear, con- 
tinue to predominate over the desire for 
personal welfare. If Joffre’s great blow is 
delaved too long, with the war bringing 
Kurope every day nearer to general prostra- 
tion, the weight of public sentiment, become 
determined by increasing burdens, may 
prove a powerful factor which those in 
charge of operations do not now figure on. 

Concluding a summary of the situation 
as it appears toward the close of the first 
vear of the war, The Springfield Republican 
Says: 


It is hard to see how peace can be 
restored until Germany is ready to give 
a convincin demonstration that the 
war on the German side was really de- 
fensive. An offer to surrender Belgium 
and indemnify its people and to yield 
Russian territory seized would go far 
at this stage of the war, while German 
arms are in the ascendant, to serve as 
a pledge of good faith and a pescousse 
disposition, and such an offer might 
bring surprisingly good terms. W hat- 
ever desire there may be to “crush” the 
German empire is due mainly to fear of 
its aggressive temper, and till that fear 
is relieved the allies dare not consider 
a peace. And this is the really formi- 
dable “deadlock” into which the war 
threatens to settle. 


There has never been, as yet, even the 
mild suggestion from any authoritative 
source that Germany would consider the 
restoration of Belgium. The German social- 
ists have pronounced against territorial ag- 
gression, but even they have not hinted at 
the possibility of restoration. 

Taken all in all the evidence accumulates 
that even the leaders in the conflict have no 
vague idea as. to its probable duration. 
Joffre’s slow and methodical processes are 
unquestionably necessary, but lacking in en- 
couragement. Of all who have spoken with 
any authority it seems now that Kitchener 
was nearest right: “I do not know when 
the war will end, but it will begin in May.” 

In.the light of progress in the past two 
months, one is inclined to ask, “Has it yet 
begun?”

One of these 
factors was the harvests of this year. An- 
other was the attitude of the courts respect- 
ing certain important litigations of which 
the prosecution by the department of justice 
in Washington of a suit which was started 
to dissolve the United States Steel corpora- 
tion is an example. The third factor was 
the attitude and personnel of the new fed- 
eral tradé commission. 

A few days ago this banker felt justified 
in saying that he believed these factors ap- 
parently were to contribute to a very happy 
solution of the problem how and when busi- 
ness prosperity in the United States is to 
be restored. He mentioned the 
decision of the federal circuit court by which 
the integrity, sincerity and reasonableness of 
the organization and operation of the United 
States Steel Corporation were affirmed. 
Next he spoke of reports which he and 
others have been receiving for some days 
from the agricultural sections of the country. 
There are, he admitted, spots where condi- 
tions are not quite as favorable as they 
might be, but on the whole the promise of 
the harvests of the United States is a@ finer 
promise than was the one which was made 
in mid-June of last year. Nothing but 
matic conditions that are unfavorable now 
stand in the way of a record-breaking har- 
vest and a new record increase in the form 
of new wealth probably in excess of ten 
million dollars for agricultural products. 

He also spoke with every manifestation of 
great gratification of the spirit which seems 
to be animating the new federal trade com- 
mission. The chamber of commerce af the 
United States, whose headquarters are at 
Washington, appointed a committee which 
was to co-operate with and in a kindly sense 
to test the new trade commission in the 
hope that the commission itself and the com- 
mittee would be in cordial co-operation. 
There came to New York in mid-spring in- 
formal, almost confidential, communication 
indicating that the chamber of commerce 
committee was persuaded that the new trade 
commission is likely to be found acting in 
thorough harmony with the best business 
interests of the United States. That opinion 
has been confirmed. And it is the common 
belief now in this city that instead of being 
a drawback, a heckling or nagging organ- 
ization, American business men will find the 
federal trade commission a potent influence 
in bringing about the return of prosperity 
and the maintenance of it. 


A Possible Danger. 


All the factors of which this banker spoke 
in March are now regarded by him as prom- 
ising. He did, however, refer to one danger 
somewhat remote, and it is one which Ben- 
jamin Strong, Jr., governor of the New York 
federal reserve bank, referred to in his re- 
cently delivered address before the New 
York State Bankers’ association at Sara- 
toga Springs. As Governor Strong and 
banker whose observations have just been 
referred to have had intimate business and 
banking associations and have been for a 
long time personal friends, there can be no 
doubt that the two men have exchanged 
views respecting this possible danger and 
are agreed upon the fact that it does exist, 
although it is remote. In his address at 
Saratoga Springs, Governor Strong said that 
the situation is one which might easily lead 
to a riot of speculation, inflation and exploi- 
tation.

Artificial Limb Co. Is Expect- 
ing Large Business as 
Result of War. 


One of the best evidences that At- 
lanta is Known the world over is the 
number of inquiries received from time 
to time by her manufacturers concern- 
ing certain lines of goods. 

Not only inquiries, but frequently 
direct orders are received from far- 
away countries which bespeak for the 
enterprise of some of our southern in- 
dustries. -One of the latest orders of 
this kind is that now being filled, the 
goods being ready for shipment, re- 
ceived by the J. E. Hanger (Inc.), 
manufacturer of artificial limbs. Man- 
ager R. C. Huey, of the Atlanta house, 
has also received a direct request from 
government officials at Westminster, 
England, asking for a full set of mod- 
els of artificial limbs. These were 
wanted for examination by English 
surgeons and nurses so they might ac- 
quaint themselves with American arti- 
ficial limbs. These models have al- 
ready been sent, and Manager Huey is 
confident of considerable business as a 
result. 

The order now being sent direct to 
the Russian government includes about 
100 artificial legs. C. W. Thomas, who 
represents the Atlanta and the St. 
Louis house for the Hanger company, 
will sail on the 23d for Petrograd, Rus- 
sia, where he will look after the fit- 
tings of the wooden limbs, and will also

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PAGEANTRY, A COUNTRY-WIDE FAD OR A PHASE 


BSERVE the ancient festival of 
the pageant blooming 
these spacious borders of the 
United States. 

If you take a map of the United States 
and dot it with little yellow dots in the 
cities and towns where pageants have been 
held recently or are about to be held your 
map will look like a field of dandelions in 
early spring. 

America with its characteristic impetu- 
ousness has rushed headiong ‘into the 
communal pastime of pageantry and has 
made a dozen grow where European 
countries have made only one grow be- 
fore. Whether the American pageant is 
a fad, whether it is something that will 
last merely over night in this land of 
qtiick changes, or whether it is something 
that is to become a fart of the national 
‘life is not known. The fact is that it is 
here and every city which has any sort 
of an excuse to take advantage of it is 
using it. 

Yet here the pageant is merely in the 
bread and butter stages of its develop- 
ment. It is not supposed to be a sensa- 


tional exhibition, but is intended to be a 
visible manifestation of a community’s

within . 


The reason for its rapid spread in this 
country is that it gives the members of 
a community, collectively and .individual- 
ly, room for self-expression. For the time 
being theirs is all the joy that is supposed 
to belong to a real actor. 

Pageantry, in other words, is a train- 
ing school for persons to convey thoughts 
and feelings. It aims to increase a com- 
munity’s store of happiness by interpret- 
ing the meaning of human life and by 
bringing art and beauty into the lives of 
the every-day citizen. By constant recre 
ating the manners and customs of other 
days and bringing to life again the incl- 
dents that took place within them, pag- 
eantry aims to keep the conscience of the 
race alive. 

On a different side it marks the awak- 
ening of the people of a community to 
self-assertion and self-expression in their 
recreations. It permits the people to par- 
ticipate in their own entertainment. They 
are not merely in the position of paying 
to see a performance by hired actors, but 
they themselves are participating and 
helping to create a performance. And 
for these reasons the century-old pageant 
is blossoming into new life in this new 
land. 

In their long history pageants have 
varieu greatly in their presentation. What 
has not changed in pageantry, however, 
is the use of costumes, the practices of 
older days and the representations, ac- 


— —— 


tivities and aspirations of human beings. 

In short the reason for pageantry is to 
be found in the desire to express the 
facts of life by means of poetry, art and 
romance. Because people are ac- 
customed to idealize and throwa glamour 
around the people and _ conditions of 
olden times the material for pageants 
is naturally taken from the days on which 
a glamour of poetry and romance rests. 

One of the most noted of early pag- 
eants was that planned by the Emperor 
Augustus, whose chief desire was to re- 
store the ideals of the simple and severe 
life of the Roman republic both in the 
family and in public affairs. 

This pageant was held in 17 BRB. C. It 
continued for three davs. With great 
ceremony offerings were made to the gods 
of figs, wheat and beans. By night near 
the Tiber, August Agrippa made sacri- 
fices after the ancient manner. The 
people assembled and stood before their 
altars. At each ceremonial in the dark- 
ness of the night an ancient invocation 
was used and was repeated at daylight. 
As in early days games and sports were 
held to amuse the populace. 

The final and most inspiring ceremony 
came when twenty-seven cakes were 
offered to Apollo at his temple on the 
Paldtine. Twenty-seven boys and twenty- 
seven girls sang an ode to Apollo which 
was written by the famous poet Horace, 
After all these solemn religious’ cere- 


ni nies there followed three days of re 
joicing. 

Ambitious proconsuls in various parts 
of the Roman empire’ imitated the ex- 
ample of their emperor and_ instituted 
games and pageants. Their use con- 
tinued until the break up of the Roman 
power by the invading tribes of bar- 
barians. 

The work of popular entertainment was 
not taken up again until Europe had gone 
through the stress and tumult of her 
dark ages and her society had begun to 
take some sort of shape. It was’ the 
church and the court who began the re- 
vival of pageantry. Under the guidance 
of the church miracle and morality plays 
began to have great popularity. 

There was probably no time in_ the 
history of the world when there was such 
a vast amount of material with which to 
impress the senses and to arouse the 
imagination. Even to this day those who 
make spectacular performances'9 and 
pageants draw upon the Middle Ages 
whenever they can for their story and 
material. 


The Crusades brought the people of 
the Middle Ages into coxutact with the 
east and as a result new and_=e£strange 
costumes, habits, music, art and many 
other things were brought into the life 
of the west. 

One of the earliest of the European 
pageants was that at the Field of the Cloth 


of Gold at the meeting of Henry VIII of 
England and Francis I of France. It 
made a tremendous impression on the 
popular mind. 

In Germany ard Italy, particularly in 
the «ities, the rulers made a great deal 
of civic pageants on fixed days and special 
occasions. Certain rules and _ principles 
they established remain to their day. 
Monarchies still continued to find their 
greatest chances for display in coronation 
days. Any one who read of the corona- 
tion exercises at the crowning of George 
V of England in 1911 could see how much 
of the archaic was. preserved in that 
elaborate ceremonial and what a powerful 
hold the function still has on the popular 
mind. 


Napoleon was one of those astute rulers 
who well realized the value of pageants in 
impressing the populace. On many oc- 
casions he ordered processions and bril- 
liant displays. All of these endeavored to 
dramatize and romanticize his power and 
by delighting the French people he sought 
to impress them with his greatness. 

The street parade and the circus are 
crude imitations of ‘he pageant. Al- 
though parades and circuses are often 
cheap and tawdry to the last degree their 
charm for the public never ceases and the 
smallest and cheapest sort of a parade 
is always sure to draw its big crowd. 

In England and America tn the past 
twenty-five years pageantry has come into

its own and wonderfu] progres : hae heen 
made in giving these affairs In England 
a series of celebrations of anniversaries 
of some of the oldest towns of that land 
gave the opportunity for new and amaz- 
ingly interesting applications of the pag- 
eant idea. 

Marietta, 0., in 1888, celebrated tie 
earliest formal pageant held in the United 
States. Its aim was purely educational 
and was to teach history by the objective 
method. Scenes from American 
settlement life were the principal fea- 
tures. Philadelphia, Buffalo, Springfield, 
Quebec, Lake Champlain, Hadley and St. 
Louis have all celebrated events in their 
histories with great pageants. That which 
St. Louis gave recently was the most pre 
tentious ever seen on the American con- 
tinent. ‘High schools and colleges have 
likewise resorted to the pageant in their 
celebrations. 

Those who have heen watching the 
course of pageants in this country pre 
dict a general rise of interest in them. 
Entertainment with splendid effects in 
color, form and music to please and im- 
prove the popular taste and to stimulate 
pride in town, state and nation will be 
come a regular feature of American life, 
they say. And it is pointed out, too, that 
the immigration population of the United 
States with its varietv of manners, cus- 
toms and costumes will be a. fruitful 
source of inspiration to the writers and 
organizers of these pageants,

Absolute concentration while diving 
through the air, say men who have been 
experts in this seemingly hazardous occu- 
pation for years, keeps the body just where 
it should be. The diver who fails to keep 
his mind thus concentrated does not re- 
main in the profession—most of tbem, in 
fact, love their lives as well as their means 
of earning a livelihood. 

Walter Emmingsen. a high diver who 
has become known as a carnival attraction 
throughout the middle West, declares that 
diving from a 160-foot tower into a tub 
of water is as easy and far less hazardous 
to the expert than driving a speedy auto- 
mobile. 

“First, you must have confidence,” anid 
Emmingsen. “Having the confidence, you 
must have the knowledge of wodily con- 
trol. After that it comes to be a matter 
of practice, just like walking, running a 
typewriter or rowing a boat. 

“Pear? Y never have been afraid since 
1 learned the first principles of diving, be- 
eause I knew that I had the ability fo ‘get 
away with’ my act. I realize, however, 
that tt will cost me my life if I ever do get 
frightened. Some of the oldest actors 
confess to an occasional fit of stage fright. 


I wonder what they would think if they 
knew that such an attack meant instant 
death in a horrible form? That is what it 
means to the high diver—and few of them 
have it in: consequence. 

“Of course, accidents occur. They are 
largely due not to lack of confidence but to 
the reverse. Men who have made hun- 
dreds of high dives gradually get the idea 
that the task is so easy that it requires no 
attention. Then they learn their error 
when it is too late. 

“A gtrange feature of high diving is 
that no diver ever has been able to ex- 
plain just how he controls the movements 
of his body while in the air. It is much 
like the inability of a pitcher to explain 
his curved ball. He just does it, and that’s 
all there is to it. 

“T am a firm believer in the theory that 
the mind has much to @ with the fall. 
You probably have noticed that in making 
dives from varying heights the diver some-

ERHAPS you have often wondered 
ener the scarcity of giraffes in public 
zoos. The reason that only a very few 
menageries ean boast of this exhibit is on 
account of the difficulty in capturing and 
transporting them. 

The long-legged and long-necked animal, 
keen of eye and nose and ear, can see, 
smell and hear a hunter miles away. .Hunt- 
ers cannot employ traps and pitfalls against 
him. His fragile legs would be crushed in 
a trap, and both his legs and neck would 
be broken in a pitfall. There is only one 


way to capture a giraffe alive. He must 
be surrounded and chased until from sheer 
weariness he staggers heipless into a bam- 
boo inclosure. 

Peril lies in shipping the giraffe for his 
voyage on the sea. The giraffe’s legs 
break very easily. If he slips the fragile 
underpinnings double under him and snap. 
In transferring the animal from shore to 
ship his long, helpless neck may become 


tangled in the tackle or strike a spar, mast 


or shroud, in which event it’s all over with 
Mr. Giraffe.

somersault. Since the height varies it is, 
of course, almost impossible for him to 
decide in advance just how long he must 
consume in each turn.

Of course, much high diving, especially 
that of amateurs, is done with a lake or 
the open waters of the ocean as a basin. 
Such diving is not so dangerous nor so 
spectacular. While a diver who miscalcu- 
lates in a leap into the ocean might be 
stunned and killed if he fell prone upon his 
back, there is not nearly the danger of acci- 
dent as when his basin is a tub of water.

Kiremen Will Become Animated Shower 


T A fierce fire in Cincinnati recently 
A prcctator could not get closer than 

twenty feet to the flames, so intense 
was the heat. But in the very center of 
the blaze stood a fireman. He remained 
there for five minutes, playing the hose, 
and was in no way injured. 

How was this possible? 

The fireman was protected by a 
“shower bath” suit. These are uniforms 
fireproofed with tiny streams of water so 
effectively that when clothed in one of 
them a man can stand right in the midst 
of the flercest flames without suffering ill 
effects. 

The “shower bath” suit is made of fire- 
proofed canvas. Between the two thick- 
nesses of the fabric, sewed at the neck, is 
a perforated ring through which tiny 
streams of water are showered down be- 
tween the lavers of canvas. 

The water finds outlets at the finger 
tips and at the soles of the feet. Through 
the perforated ring encircling the helmet 
water drenches it, also the suit, like a 
shower bath. With such an arrangement 
a fireman can walk right into a hot fire. 

The uniform does not weigh more than 
twenty-five pounds, and does not add much 
to the usual. service clothing of firemen. 
The water supply is obtained from the line 
of hose in service through a one-balf-inch 
hose connection. The water passing

Military aeronautics have in this war 
been carried to the point undreamed of 
even by romantic writers of a few months 
ago. Aeroplanes have become the scout- 
ships, torpedo boats and submarines. For 
defensive purposes each large city is pro- 
vided with an entirely new type of twelve- 
pound quick-firing battery, which fires an 
aerial torpedo which leaves a streak and a 
balloon of smoke, so that the next shots 
may find the mark. 

The gun carriage of this new English 
aerial defense battery can swing around in 
any complete arc, north, east, south or 
west, or even flat and horizontal. The 
shells are torpedoes of special design. They 
leave a streak of smoke as they burst, and 
thus the range of the torpedo-armored Zep- 
pelins and hostile aeroplanes can be 
gauged. 

Moving objects in the air are now easily 
judged, thanks to the aertal range finder, 
invented at Paris, France. The range once 
found cannot be lost, beeause it causes the 
aerial gun to change its muzzle as the ob- 
ject changes, and with perfect accuracy. 
Errors are instantaneously corrected by the

Cloud of smoke of the exploding shell. 
Whether the Zeppelin changes its position, 
vertically, laterally, jJongitudinally, hori- 
zontally, long or short, right or left, it 
cannot escape destruction by this new Eng- 
lish gun. 

There are two types of these guns ready 
in London, and they are there in great 
numbers. One is mobile on top of build- 
ings and in other fixed positions, while the 
other is mobile for field operations, auto- 
mobiles, trains, battleships and other mov- 
able carriages.

Though a cat cannot see at all in perfect 
darkness, it is able to move about with 
some agility with the assistance. of its 
whiskers, or feelers, and its sure-footedness. 
Because a cat's eyes are sensitive to the 
ultra-violet ray of the spectrum, and the 
pupil is capable of great expansion, it can 
see better in the dusk than a human being. 

The cat uses its whiskers to “feel” out 
objects before and about it. Because of 


its remarkable sure footedness it is able to 
avoid striking objects when but a few 
inches away from them through the warn- 
ing conveyed to its brain by the feelers. 

Scientists say the idea that a cat will 
draw the breath from sleeping children is 
absurd, Liking a warm, clean place in 
which to sleep, a cat will often slip into a 
child's crib, and if the crib is narrow may 
happen to take up a position on top of the 
baby. The weight of a good-sized cat is ten 
pounds, while the weight of the average 
baby is eight pounds, and at four months 
only twelve and one-half pounds, If we 
imagine a proportionate weight in warm 
flesh and soft fur on top of our own bodies 
we necessarily imagine serious conse 
quences. 


The torpedoes or aerial shells of this 
gun differ from all previously known ones.

and Grow Like Vegetable

NE of the important points used to 
Or living as distinguished from 

nonliving or mineral bodies is the 
fact that life usually indicates growth. But 
this can be done no longer. 

Numberless discoveries in recent years 
have proved that stones, rocks, crystals and 
many other things grow and live. 

Even the common belief among country 
people that the stones in the field grow, as 
reported by Professor Stanley ©. Bailey, 
may not be due only to earth-covered siones 
being washed by the rains and thus ex- 
posed a little more than usual. 

For it so happens that many rocks on 
farms and elsewhere are 
structure and hence do grow as 
crystals grow. ‘These rocks, however, in- 
crease from the outside by the absorbtion 
of water, gases, salts and other minerals 
present in the soil. Living things grow 
from the inside by multiplication of their 
tissues. 

In limestone districts the grayish, dark 
rocks may be seen streaked with white lines 
and bands of crystalline lime rocks often 
many feet wide. When breaks or cracks 
occur in limestone due to the weather, the 
soil, or what not, water finds its way into 
these crevices and fissures. Crystals are 
thus deposited in the slits until the cracks 
are completely filled and the rock is 
mended. 

Gold, silver, copper and other mineral 
and metal veins are formed by the deposit

of these in fissures in the rocks by the 
action of heated vapors and water which 
has risen from below. The faults and. fis- 
sures in coal seams are invariably filled 
with layers of .grayish-white crystals of 
lime combined with iron, sulphur and the 
chiorides. 

At Fingal’s Cave in the Island of Staffa 
and the Giant's Causeway in Antrim there 
are examples of fine deposits of 
crystals on an ubusually large seale. The 
roughly hexagona! columns of basalt so 
formed are due to the rapid cooling and 
contraction of the large streams of lava 
which were poured out of ancient volcanoes. 

The presence of large crystals in any 
rocks indicates a rapid rate of cooling. 
while small crystals show that these rocks 
cooled slowly. If minerals are dissolyed 
in water and then heated gently until the 
water begins to evaporate, the crystal ex- 
amined under the microscope will be seen 
to be forming rapidly. 

Hoar frost settles first on the hairs, 
edges and points of leaves, grass blades, 
nettles, and spine-covered plants. Rough 
fences, window panes and electrie wires 
vie with sharp leaves. Atmospherte elec. 
tricity {s greater in the winter, especially 
during frosty and foggy weather. Car- 
honie acid gas quickly forms ice crystals 
when released into the air and vaporized.

wife of the convicted man. 

“Nothing can satisfy me except Beck- 
er’s death in the electric chair,” the widow 
of his victim has declared. “People may 
think me hard for saying that. They may 
ask: ‘Has she no pity for Becker's wife?’ 
But Becker showed me no pity when he 
murdered my husband and left me abso- 
lutely penniless. I feel sorry for Mrs. 
Becker, but she is a young, strong woman 
eapable of making a living for herself. 
She will not have to go begging for food 
and a place to lay her head at night, as I 
have done.” 

From her hiding place in a small New 
Jersey town, where she is now dependent 
on the charity of a former hairdresser, 
Mrs. Rosenthal, a_ self-admitted ‘‘doll- 
woman,” has emerged long enough to call 
upon the people of New York for an eye 
for an eve and a tooth for a tooth—the life 
of Charles Becker for the life of Herman 
Rosenthal. 

Meantime a small, brown-haired woman 
hurries through her work as a teacher in 


one of New York's public schools that she 
may go downtown for a consultation with 
Becker's lawyers or rush home to write a 
ten-page letter of hope and consolation to 
her husband under sentence of death in 
Sing Sing prison.

But 
if I did not know him to be guiltless of 
murder nothing could change my love for 
him,” Mrs. Becker has said. “There is 
nothing in this which could make 
me turn against Charlie.” 

But Mrs. Rosenthal says: “Poor Her- 
man had no idea he would die and leave 
me to face the world alone. It is fright- 
ful to know that vou are just a dead weight 
in the world, that everything about you 
that counted or made you worth while was 
put to death by a gunman’s bullet and that 
you survive merely as a barnacle on the 
living. Poor Dinah, who takes care of me, 
is the only friend I have left. After my 
husband's murder I tried to earn a living 
by keeping a furnished room house. But 
I could not bear to put my lodgers out 
when they failed to pay me. I had not the 
heart to do it. So I lost that. Then I 
opened a moving picture house, and that 
failed. Then by selling my jewels and my 
furs I got money enough together to start 
a boarding-house in the Bronx. But I 
could not make even that pay. All last 
winter I stayed in the house because I did 
not have a coat to wear out in the street. 
{ had no money, and for months I was ill 
in bed with rheumatism. Then Dinah, my

“I laugh and play with the children just 
as much as when Charlie and I were the 
happiest married couple in New York. But 
sometimes now, do you know, it seems to 
me that I don’t remember the children’s 
names so well as before this great trouble 


came to us.” 


Mrs. Becker is passionately fond of chil- 
dren. She has none of her own. She had 
longed for children for years, but it was 
before Becker’s arrest 
that she learned she was to become a 
mother for the first time. She carried this 
knowledge about with her during the long, 
anxious months that preceded Becker's first 
trial. In the January following his first 
conviction she entered the Woman's Hos- 
pital in New York to give birth to the child 
of her hopes and prayers—the child whose 
father was a convicted murderer.

Henry Toborg punches transfers for the 
Chicago public from 4 a. m. to 8 p. m. daily 
on a shuttle car at the end of the Blue 
Island line.

And his 
monthly salary was never more than $100 
in his life.

How the Young Mother May Make 


Her Duties and Baby’s Life Easier 


By DOROTHY DOLAN. 


T IS trying for the young mother 
to care for her first darling for the 
simple reason that she is as fright- 
ened as she is inexperienced. She 
ought to get some practical instruction 
on the proper care of the infant before 
it arrives and then make up her mind 
to 


use plenty of common in 


handling her own. 


sense 


This is especially imperative in sum- 
mertime, when the baby {s so easliy 
affected by heat, milk and by climatic 
changes. I grant it isa trving moment 
when you hold your tiny, slippery baby 
in your arms for the first time and 
make the attempt to put it in a tub 
of water without letting it fall. 

In spite of your qualms, you must 
give your baby a tub bath and a 
sponge bath every day. To relieve 
yourself. of part of the strain use a 
medium-size tub and have a basket 
filled with the things you need. 

It is not nearly as important that the 


baby basket should be lined with satin: 


and trimmed with lace and ribbons as 
that it should have the proper furnish- 
ings. This should include a box of 
talcum powder, a jar of white vaseline, 
a box of cotton, a cake of 
pure castile soap, safety pins, a bottle 
of boric acid solution, a bath thermom- 
eter, a soft baby hair brush, large 
squares of soft old linen, a bath blan- 
ket and a complete set of clean clothes. 

A bath thermometer is an inexpen- 
sive convenience and the water should 
always be tested before you the 
baby into his bath. The water should 
be at hody heat or slightly above—from 
98 to 100 degrees. When the water 
feels neither kot nor cold it will be 
comfortable for the baby. If you do 
not wish to burn the baby do not turn 
on the hot water after you put him in 
the bath. 

Be sure not to expose a young baby 
is absolutely necessary. 
Keep warm towels close by so you can 
dry the baby off as soon as you take 
it out of the bath. Before the baby is

undressed you can wash his scalp, so 
he does not get soap in his eyes after 
you put him in the bath. After the 
head and the face have been washed 
and dried take off the clothing and 
soap the entire body. carefully 
with soft, warm towels, patting the 
skin gently. 

After you give the baby his bath use 
talcum or other baby powder. It will 
keep him sweet and fresh. »Dress the 
baby as quickly as you can, or put him 
quickly to bed. It is well to accustom 
babies to tepid baths as early as pos- 
sible. The temperature should be low- 
ered until it down to 96 fora baby 
of 6 months and to 90 for a year old 
baby. Lower the temperature a little 
at a time and rub the skin with the 
palm of thé hand until the body glows. 
After a cool bath it is well to let your

child have a few minutes of vigorous. 


exercise. 

Do not think you can keep a young 
baby clean by bathing him and neg- 
lecting the special organs. Wash the 
baby’s ears with a soft cloth or a tiny 


sponge, but never insert anything hard 
into.them. The baby’s nose should be 
cleaned as thoroughly at least several 
times a day. Long before baby’s first 
teeth appear it is well to wash out the 
mouth carefully. - You ean use a soft 
handkerchief or swab the baby’s mouth 
by using a piece of absorbent cotton. 
If you want your baby to keep well 
you should keep him out of doors as 
much as nossible. If you are busy and 
still want him to have the fresh air put 
on his cap and coat and let him rest on 
the bed with the windows wide open. 
Very young or delicate babies need 
much heat and should be well covered 
to protect them against chill. 
This does not mean that the 
should be kept out in the heat of the

day. When the weather is excessively 
hot take the baby out early in the 
morning and then keep him indoors 
until late in the afternoon. From that 
time on keep the room as cool as you 
can. If.you have a balcony or a large 
porch turn part of it into a sleeping 
porch for the baby if you have not 
room for the whole family. Your child

The next 
best thing to do if you do not havea 
sleeping porch is to keep the windows 
wide open. Be sure and have screens 
in the windows to keep the baby from 
falling out. 

Do not think that your little one can 
be strong by merely getting plenty of 
sleep and fresh air. He needs to get 
plenty of exercise indoors and out. If 
you are busy with your housework and 
therefore to guard child 
against harm give him a creeping pen. 
You can buy one or make it yourself. 

It is merely a fence made in four 
sections, say eighteen inches high and 
four fect long. They are hinged at 
three corners and latched at the fourth. 
The pen can be covered with a netting; 
the floor can be made of an old blanket 
or anything that will keep the baby 
from getting bumped. You can get a 
combination pen and bed which will 
enable your child to rest when he is 
tired of playing around in the pen.
